BONDS FOR THE BAS! 


Mr. Carlisle Asks Congress to Anthor- 
ize Him to Issue Them. 


STRONG OPPOSITION IN THE SOUTH 


The Western Members Will Also 
Fight the Scheme. 


A NEW IDEA FOR AN INCOME TAX 


it Is Proposed to Reach Individual In- 
comes from Investments in Bonds and 
Stocks— Government Bonds Exempt. 


Washington, December 20.—(Special.)— 
Secretary Carlisle, in his report sent to 
congress today, fails to make any recom- 
mendation in regard to the repeal of the 
Present state bank tax. It is evident now 
that, as both he and the president have 
ignored the matter in their messages, the 
administration is opposed to this plank in 
the democratic platform. Mr. Carlisle, in- 
stead, wants authority given him to issue 
3 per cent bonds, the proceeds from the 
Sale of which to be used for any purpose 
whatever. Congress may give him this 
authority, but it will be after a very long 
and bitter fight. Southern members, as a 
rule, are opposed to any further issue of 
bonds. Indeed, the southern and western 

embers on the one hand and the admin- 
istration and the eastern members on the 
Other, differ very much in regard to finan- 
cial matters. It seems that the adminis- 
tration and the east is going to fight the 
state bank bill, while the south and west 
will fight an issue of bonds. A lively con- 
test is promised. Heretofore, the adminis- 
tration has won in its financial fights. It 
may do 309 in this, though there is going 
to be a very bitter contest. 

Willing to Drop It. 

Senator Hoar delivered a speech on the 
Hawaiian matter in the senate this morn- 
ing on the line of his speech last week, 
critieizing the president. No democrats en- 
tered t: A debate today. Indeed, the demo- 
crats are generally agreed that they will 
remain as silent as possible on the Ha- 
Wailan question. It is not believed that 
congress will take any action in regard to 
the matter. When the debate, whicy must 
come, opens up, the democrats will devote 
their time principally to showing up the 
methods of the republican administration 
and Minister Stevens in overthrowing the 
queen. The democrats, as a rule, do not 
endorse the president’s entire course in at- 
tempting to re-establish the queen on her 
throne. The action of Minister Willis is re- 
ceived with much approval by the demo- 

ats in the two houses of congress. Mr. 
<y is served several terms in congress and 
known here.

Hawaii declare that he has dis- 
played more diplomatic ability and solid 
common sense in dealing with the matter 
than any member of the administration. 

Mr. Willis on Mr. Blount. 

The reason why Mr. Cleveland Withheld 
from the batch of correspondence on Ha- 
wailan matter the letter of Minister Willis 
explaining the situation in Hawaii was be- 
cause Mr. Willis communicated to Secretary 
Gresham the rather startling information 
that Commissioner Blount had been led 
asyray. In his letter Mr. Willis states that 
Mr. Blount formed a wrong opinion ip re- 
gard to the loyalty of the citizens and the 
strength of the provisional government. Mr. 
Willis states that he found affairs different 
from what they were reported to be by Mr. 
Blount. It is also understood that Minister 
Willis advised in his letter against any 
furtber attempt on the part of this govern- 
me to reinstate the queen. 

Goes Over Untl January. 

A resolmion was passed toduy that con- 
gress adjourn tomorrow until Wednesday, 
January 38d. This will prevent the meeting 
of the committee on banking and currency 
Friday, when the members hoped to get 
together and report a bill repealing the 
state bank tix. They will, however, meet 
again on Friday, January 5th, and will 
probably malge a report.on ihat day. The 
fight in the cémmittee is whether an uncon- 
ditional repeal or a conditional repeal bill 
shall be reported. 

The Carlisle Recommendations. 

The democrats of the ways and means 
committee have begun active work on the 
internal revenue feature of the bill. They 
have agreed upon an increase tax on cigar- 
ettes and cigars, upon a tax on playing 
cards and upon an income tax, but the form 
of the income tax has not yet positively 
been decided upon. It will in all proba- 
bility, however, be on the line laid out by 
Secretary Carlisle in his report sent to the 
house of representatives today. In that re- 
port Mr. Carlisle advocates, besides an -in- 
crease of 10 per cent a gallon in the whisky 
tax, an additional tax on cigars and cigar- 
ettes and the imposition of a new tax on 
playing cards, cosmetics and perfumery, a 
tax upon legecies and successions, and 
upon incomes derived from investments in 
stocks and bonds of corporations and joint 
stock companies. This paragraph was in- 
corporated in his report after consultation 
with democratic members of the ways and 
means committee, several of whom endorsed 
it highly. They declare it to be better 
than taking the net incomes of corporations 
because such a tax as that would not touch 
the bond holders, while a tax derived from 
incomes from investments in stocks and 
bonds would strike the bondholders, and 
‘*the’s the man we're after.’’ 

Would Be No Prying. 

They claim that it would be better than 
an individual income tax because under 
this system there can be no prying by 
government officials into the private busi- 
mess affairs of individuals. They. also 
claim that money invested in stocks and 
bonds should be taxed in preference to 
money derived from individual labors and 
labor in private business affairs. Mr. Car- 
lisle claims that corporations have privi- 
leges under the laws which individuals 
have not, and that.heretofore investments 
in bonds and stocks of corporate enter- 
prises should be sought for taxation in 
preference to incomes derived from individ- 
ual labors in private enterprises. The idea 
of the ways and means committee is to tax 
such incomes 1 per cent. This would raise 
about $20,000,000 annually, and they claim 
that every one who is able to invest in 
bonds and stocks can well afford to pay 
1 per cent of the income they derive from 
such investments. 

Certain Bonds Are Exempt. 

The committee Was desirous and 
is desirous to tax incomes 
derived from investments in gov- 
ernment, state, county and municipal 
bonds. Secretary Carlisle has stated tu the 
committee that he would be in favor of 
imposing such a tax, but in his opinion a 
tax upon the incomes derived from govern- 
ment bonds, as well as upon state, county 
and municipal bonds, would not be legal. 
Under the law these bonds are not taxable 
in any form whatever. If the bonds are 
not taxable he claims that the income de- 
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rived from them under the law is not tax- 
able, because that would be indirectly a tax 
upon the bonds. Should any way be found 
to get around this the committee would be 
glad to do it, but at present it seems im- 
possible. A member of the committee in 
discussing the matter with me this after- 
noon said that when the country thoroughly 
understood this form of taxation he be- 
lieved it would be received with approval 
by the great mass of people. Under this 
form of an income tax invested wealth 
withdravn from individual business was 
taxed. It is as easy collectable as a tax on 
corporations, and at the same time it has 
not the bad features of that proposition. 


Would Be a Light Tax. 

In his report Mr. Carlisle says that a tax 
of 1 per cent upon an income of $3,000 de- 
rived from the investment of $50,000 in a 6 
per cent stock would amount to $30, a sum 
so insignificant that the investor could not 
reasonably claim that the franchises and 
privileges granted to his debtor had not 
added fully that much to his receipts. It is 
almost certain that any income tax of the 
nature outlined above will be reported by 
the committee. 

The fact that incomes derived from gov- 
ernment, state, county and municipal bonds 
cannot be gotten at in any legal form will 
probably be disappointing to the country, 
but the supreme court has held at the time 
we had an income tax in force in this coun- 
try that taxation upon incomes derived 
from these sources was taxation upon the 
bonds, and, therefore, illegal. The supreme 
court, it is believed, would so hold again, 
and in consequence big holders of this class 
of investments cannot be reached.

In the Nomination of Martin—Report 
ef the Committee. 
Richmond, Va., December 20.—Following 
the election yesterday of General Eppa 
Hunton for the short term and Hon. Thomas 
Martin for the long term in the United

tion made its report today. 

In substance, it affirms that no unusual 
methods were used to elect members of the 
legislature last fall, and that no fraud or 
improper means were used te nominate 
candidates for United States senator before 
the democratic caucus. The report, which 
was signed by the entire committee, was 
unanimously adopted. 

The 4legislature adjourned today until 
January Ist. 


FAILED TO SET THE SWITCH. 


Accident:‘on a Branch of the Rich- 
mond and Danville. 

Augusta, Ga., December 20.—A _ serious 
wreck occurred on the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad at Graniteville, S. C., twelve 
miles south-of Augusta, at 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon. The fast express train which 
left Augusta at 1 o’clock ran into a local 
freight from Columbia. The accident was 
caused by the freight crew failing to set 
the switch of -the sidetrack to the mainline. 
The boiler of the passenger was driver into 
the boiler of the freight. Both were almost 
completely demolished. 

Engineer W. W. Ficklin and Fireman 
York were thrown through the cab window, 
Ficklin being seriously injured and was hor- 
ribly scalded by escaping steam. 

Engtneer Hughes and Fireman Allen, of 
the local freight, leaped from the cab be- 
fore the collision. Three passengers were 
injured, Miss Sallie Lepper, Langley, S. C.; 
Miss Clara Battey, Graniteville, S. C., and 
Mail Agent J. W. Gordon, of Charlotte, N. 
<.. The rest of the passengers escaped. 


NEW ORLEANS NEWS. 


Another Verdict in the Italian Massa- 
ere Suits, Ete, 


New Orleans, December 20.—In the United 
States ctrcuit court today the jury in the 
Italian case of Monasterio vs. the city of 
New Orleans, returned a verdict for the 
plaintiff for $2,500. The Scafidi case is now 
being tried. 

The Louisiana rice mill, corner Tchapi- 
toulas and Calliope streets, burned today. 
The loss is estimated at $75,000. Pipeman 
EK. Hauch, of the fire department, was 
killed by a falling smokestack. 

The grounds and arena buildings of the 
Crescent City Athletic Club were gold to- 
day in accordance with the order of the 
civil sheriff. The buHding and grounds were 
sold for $10,000 and the purchasers were the 
Southern Improvement Company. 

James M. Dowling, late ershier of the 
mint, was indicted for the embezzlement of 
$25,000 today by the federal grand jury. 
Dowling claims that the loss resulted from 
a fire in a vault at the mint last June. 


SIGNS IN ‘THE SKY. 


Curious Phenomena in the Heavens 
Seen on the Atlantic Coast. 


Wilmington, N. C., December 20.—A cu- 
rious phenomenon was seen in the heaven’ 
here from half-past 6 to 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing. It made'a magnificent display, byc no 
one seems able to determine just what it 
was, some describing it as a meteor and 
others as a comet. One eye-witness says 
it had th» appearance of a large star with 
a tail, which, to the naked eye, seemed 
about 100 yards leng. The business end of 
it finally bursted, leaving a trail of fire be- 
hind of many and beautiful colors. 

One colored astronomer says he had the 
letters “‘W. W.’’ distinctly outlined, while 
another says the word ‘‘Prepare’’ was there 
plain as day. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 20.—Passengers 
on the train near Burlington report an un- 
usual phenomenon in the western sky this 
morning from 4 to 6 o’clock. It looked like 
a fiash of lightning, say thirty degrees 
long, fixed in the heavens. At 6:40 o’clock it 
was seen at Raleigh. 


In the House. 


Washington, December  20.—The house 

spent the day in the consideration of the 
two conference reports, the urgent defi- 
ciency bill and the New York and New 
Jersey bridge bill preparatory to adjourn- 
ment tomorrow. The reports were agreed 
to after some very lively speeches. The 
deficiency bill called forth very bitter 
arraignment of both part(es “Yor wanton 
exiravagancies from Mr. Hutchinson, of 
Texas, and the bridge bill as amended 
by the senate Was vigorously oppused by 
Mr. Cumming, Mr. Warner, General Sickles 
and Mr. Bartiett, of New York, but it was 
finully passed by a decisive vote. The pure 
feod bill introduced by Mr. Hatch yester- 
day was referred to the committee on com- 
merce and when the house met this morn- 
ing Mr. Hatch moved a change of refer- 
ence to agricultural committee, of which 
he is chairman, but the demand was tem- 
porarily withdrawn to permit matters of 
mcre urgent importance to be disposed of. 
The report of the secretary of the treasu- 
ry was laid before the house. Mr. Savers 
then called up the conference report on the 
urgent deficiency bill of the last session 
and Mr. Hutchinson tcok the floor. 
@At the conclusion of Mr. Hutchinson's 
remarks a vote was then taken, which re- 
sulted 141 to 89 and the house receded from 
its disagreement. This disposed of the Dill. 
At 5 o’clock the house adjourned.

RUNNING IN DEBT.

Uncle Sam’s Receipts Have Not Equated 
His Expenses Since daly. 


MR, CARLISLE SAYS, ISSUE BONDS 


Yet He Goes on to Say That There 
Is Plenty of Money. 


NOTHING SAID ABOUT STATE BANKS 


The Sccretary Is Silent on the Ten Per 
Cent Tax—The Seignoriage Might 
Be Coined, He Suggesta, 


Washington, December 20.—Secretary 
Carlisle sent his report to congress today. 
He says: 

“During the first five months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year the expenditures of the gov~- 
errumment have exceeded its receipts to the 
amount of $29,918,686.66. There has been not 
cnly an increase of receipts, but also an 
increase of expenditures during this 
period as compared with the corresponding 
five months of the last fiscal year. . The 
revenues from customs have fallen off 
“0 
and from miscellaneous receipts $324,152.49 
The expenditures on account of the war 
department iu the execution of contracts 
made during the last fiscal year have’ in- 
creased $6,162,132.42; on account of the navy 
department for the same reason the in- 
crease has been $1,912,289.31; om account of 
Indians, $552,078.55, and on account of inter- 
ests $69,450.25, but there have been reduc- 
tions in some other branches of the public 
service to the amount of $6,352,206 as com- 
pared with the corresponding period last 


year. 

“Ihe result of these changes is that on 
December 1, 1893, the actual net baiance 
in the treasury after deducting the bank 
notes, 5 per cent redemption funas, ouf- 
standing drafts and checks, disbursing of- 
ficers’ balances, agency accounts and the 
gold reserve was only $11,038,448.25, and of 
the total amount held $12,347,517.80 was ir 
subsidiary silver and minor coins. 

Receipts and Expenditures. 

‘It may be safely assumed that the. worst 
effects of the recent financial disturbances 
and consequent business depression have 
been realized and that the eondition will be 
much more favorable hereafter for the 
collection of an adequate revehue for the 
support of the government, but it can 
scarcely be expected that the receipts dur- 
ing the remainder of the fiscal year will 
exceed. the expenditures for the same time 
to such an extent as to prevent a very 
cousiderable deficiency. I have, therefore, 
estimated a probable deficiency of 323,000,000 
at the close of the year, and if congress 
concurs in this view of the situation it will 
be incumbent upon it to make some provis- 
ion for raising that amount as foon as 
practicable by this action or otherwise. On 
account of the difficulty of securing such 
a stm within the time, it would Be re- 
quired by the imposition and collection of 
additional taxes. 

“I recommend that the third section of 
the act to provide for the resumption of 
specie pernen ty ag approved January 14, 
1875, which confers authority upon the sec- 
retary of. the treasury.to issue and sell 
certain descriptions of United States bonds 
be so amended as to authorize him to issue 
and sell at not less than par in coin, bonds 
to an amount not exceeding $2,000,000, 
bearivg a lower rate of interest and having 
a shorter tinse to run than those now pre- 
vided ror and that he be permitted to use 
from time to time such part.) of the pro- 
ceeds aS May be necessary to supply any de- 
ficiencies in the public revenue that may oc- 
cur during the fiscal years 1894 and 18J5. 

Issuance of Bonds. : 

The secretary quotes the present stat- 


ute and proceeds to Say: 

“In the present condition of the public 
credit nothing less than the existence of 
a great and financial emergeney would, in 
my opinion, justify the issuance of any of 
the classes of bonds. On the first class 
the interest would amount at the maturity 
of the bonds to one-half the principal; on 
the second class it would amount to niore 
than two-thirds of the principal, and on 
the third class it would exceed the prin- 
cipal by 20 per cent. 

“If any one of these methods of rais- 
ing money were now presented and an orig- 
inal measure for consideration in congress 
1 am satisied 1t would not receive the ap- 
proval of that body or the people... What- 
ever may nave been their merits neariy a 
quarter of a century ago, when the credit 
of the goverument was, lo a Ccerlaini exient, 
iinpaired by the existense of a large inter- 
est-bearing puviic debt and the general use 
of a depreciated paper currency, hot then 
redeemable in any kind of coin, our finan- 
cial standing is now so high that our pub- 
lic authority, bearing any other rates of 
interest, used by the law referred to. 
would have to be sold at a premium so 
great as to prevent large classes of our 
pecpie who might otherwise invest in them 
from becoming purchasers. The United 
States 4 per cent bonds payable in 1907 are 
now selling at a rate which yield investors 
jess than 3 per cent upon their cost, and 
I am confident that a bond bearing inter- 
est at 3 per cent, payable quarteriy and 
redeemable at the opticn of the govern- 
ment in five years, can readily be soid at 
par in our own country. 

“If the authority now existing should he 
so mnodified as to empower the secretary c@ 
the treasury to issue the bonds in denonni- 
nations of sums of $2 and its muitipies 
they could be readily disposed of through 
the subtreasury and pcstoffices without 
the agency or intervention o, banks or other 
financial institutions and without the pay- 
ment of cominissions. Such bonds would af- 
ford to the yeople such an opportunity 
to convert their surplus earnings into a 
form of security which, while it would be 
perfectly safe, would not only increase in 
value by reason of accumulating interest, 
but be at all times available as a means of 
procuring money when needed and the ex- 
perience of this and other countries jus- 
tifles the confident belief that such a plan 
would be popular and successful.” 

The secretary suggests that if congress 
shall not ecnsider it available to use varts 
of the proceeds of the bonds for supplying 
deficiencies in the revenue that he be en- 
powered to execute from time to timc, zs 
may be necessary, the obligations of the 
guvernment, not exceeding in the aggregate 
$09,000,000, bearing a rate of interest not 
greater than per cent and not payable 
after one vear after date, and that he be 
permitted to sell them at not less than par 
and use them at not less than par.in the 
payment of public expenses to such creditois 
as may be willing to receive them. 

The secretary emphasizes the need of sup- 
plying the growing deficiency and the neces- 
sity for extending the power of the secreta- 
ry to maintain a larger redemption reserve. 
He makes a statement at length to maintain 
these propositions and to show that the 
treasury uepartment should be made inde- 
pendent of all speculative interests and 
operations. 

The Currency. 

Concerning currency legislation, the sec- 
retary says in view of the repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the act of July 14, 
1890, he now recommends no further specific 
legislation on that subject. He insists that 
the amount of money in the country is 
greater than is required for the transaction 
of its business, and points to still accumu- 
lating funds_in the financial centers as 
proof. Until there is a rev.val of industry 
and wade, it wouid be hazardous to arbitra- 
rily increase the volume of the currency by 
law, or make material changes in its char- 
acter. He refers to the financial difficulties 
encountered by the treasury department, re- 
sulting from the indisposition of the public 
to retain silver dollars and silver certifli- 
vates in cireulation. He says he has di- 
rected that, as far as the law permits, and 
as rapidly as the opportunity is afforded, the 
amount of such certificates of denominations 
less than their dollars shall be increased by 
substituting them for larger ones to be re- 
tired and that the small denominations of 
other kinds of currency shall be retired as 
thev are received into the treasury and larg- 
er ones substituted in their places. The de-

the silver bullion on hand purchased or in 
seignmiorage as may be necessary’ may be 
coi under the law, and says he has the 
mintsrin readiness to commence operations 
at any time required. 

The Revenue Question. 

The secretary makes an elaborate argu- 
ment in favor of tariff reform, asserting the 
democratic principle that all taxation must 
be purely for the purpose of raising revenue. 
He argues in favor of the abolition af spe- 
cific duties except in special instances, and 

vocates free raw materiais and liberal re- 
ductions of the tariff on those articles that 
constitute the necessities of life. 

In ard to the requirements of the treas- 
ury he says: 

“It is estimated that the revenues for 
the fiscal year, 1895, will amount, upon the 
basis of existing laws, to $454,427,748, and 
that the expenditures, including the sink- 
ing fund, will amount to $448,303,789. The 
estimated revenue from customs is $190,000,- 
00, and the total estimated receipts from 
all sources will exceed the estimate of the 
‘expenditures $6,120,958. Assuming these 
@mounts to be approximately correct it will 
be necessary in any changes that may be 
wnade in our revenue laws to provide for 
es about $184,000,000 from customs alone, 

nd partly from customs and partly from 
such other subjects of taxation as congress 
may see proper to include in our internal 
revenue system.’’ 

The secretary further remarks that there 
are strong reasons to believe that the im- 
ports under a reformed tariff will <reatly 
exceed estimates on the basis of the exist- 
ing law. He gives statistics of customs re- 
ceipts in past years in support of this 
theory. He further says: “I am of the 
opinion that with proper economy in public 
expenditures, which it is hoped will result 
in a considerable reduction from the esti- 
mates, an increase of %50.000,000 to the rev- 
enue for the fiscal year, 1895, by the imposi- 
tion of additional taxes under the internal 
revenue system, will supply sufficient means 
for the support of the government ahd that 
this sum can be raised without seriously 
disturbing the business of the country or 
doing injustice to any part of the people.”’ 

Internal Tax. 

In regard to the best means of imposing 
internal taxes the secretary says: 

“Many different methods of providing this 
addittonal revenue have been suggested and 
discussd, and after a careful examination 
of the whole subject I have reached the 
conclusion that it can be most conveniently 
ance justly raised by increasing the tax on 
distilled spirits 10 cents per gallon, and by 
additional taxes on cigars and cigarettes 
and. the imposition of new taxes on playing 
cards, cosmetics and perfumeries, legacies 
and successions and incomes derived from 

vestments in stocks and bonds of corpora- 

ons and joint stock companies.” 
The Proposed Tax on Incomes. 

In regard to the proposed tax on incomes 
the report ‘contains the following: ‘Taxes 
ite legacies and succession and incomes 

cquired from investments in stocks and 

onds of corporations and joint stock com- 

ries are .ess objectionable in thetr nature 

in the methods of collection than any 

her excises which it is competent for the 

United States to impose upon incomes ac- 
cording to their actual va'ue or amount.

corporarfons and companies in which the in- 
vestments have been made. and they have 
tne additional merit of being tmvosed en- 
tirely — the part of the citizens’ incomes 
which is not earned by his labor or skill, 
but which, in the case of legacies and suc- 
cesgions, is acquired by mere operation of 
law, or by gratuitous bequest, and in the 
> of incomes from investments, incorpor- 
tions and joint stock companies be the sim- 
ple earning capacity of his capital as such, 
withont personal effort upon his part.” 
Receipts and Expenditures. 

The secretary urges the strictest economy 
in public expenditures consistent with an 
efficient administration of the laws. 

Reviewing the receipts and expenditures 
for the fiscal vear 1893, the secretary says 
trat the governments revennes from a}! 
sources for the year were $461,716,561.94, of 
which $908.255,016.73 was from customs and 
$161,027,623.93 from internal revenue. 

The total ¢«penditures were $459,374,887.65. 
leaving a surplus of $2.341,673.29. 

As compared with 189%. this shows an in- 
crease in receints of £%5.848,301.72, and in ex- 
penditures of $38,454,623.91. 

On the has‘'s of existing laws, the revemies 
of the government for the present fiscal 
vear are estimated at 3!99.191...65.20, and the 
total exnenditures at $458.121,365.30, or a de- 
ficit of $98,000,000.

Howard Is Said to Have Found Ross, 
Alias Leger. 


Jackson, Tenn., December 20.—(Special.)— 
The defendant appeared in the Howard 
trial this morning and resumed the exami- 
nation of his witnesses. Mr. S. R. Conger, 
one of his bondsmen, and one of the wealth- 
jest men of the city, was placed upon the 
stand to identify the Moore, Ross and Lege 
letters. In his opinion none of them were 
in the handwriting of the defendant. Thus 
the hours of the day session were spent. 

In the testimony of today the imaginary 
point was made that Witness Conger faiied 
to identify the letters of Moore, Ross an!

The appear- 
ance of these witnesses are expcted to cause 
a rupture, for the government is well aware 
of their identity and location. 


Watching for the Double. 

The night session opened at 2 o'clock, 
with large attendance. The defense cun- 
tinued S. R. Conger on the stard in the 
submission of the Moore, Ross and Lever 
correspondence, of whit h the witness ifdenti- 
fied none as that of the defendant, Dr. 
Howard. It was expected that the mythica! 
Villiiam Lord Moore would appear tonight, 
as it had been announced that he was in 
the city. A large crowd gathered eariy 
for addmission, but, ur to the hour of ad- 
journment, only the face of the defendant 
was there to answer. The emphatic ruling 
of the court yesterday seemed to have the 
desired effect.

HAS NOT BEBN SOLD. 


Official Denials of the Reports About 
the Georgia Southern. 


SKIPWITH WILMER CONTRADICTS I? 


Receiver Sparks Says That the Road 
Cannot Be Sold. 


THE REPORTED SCOOP EXPLODED 


The Seaboard and Roanoke Could Not 
Get Possession of the Property if It 
Desired, the Receiver Says. 


Baltimore, December 20.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Skipwith Wilmer, counsel for the first mort- 
gage bondholders of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida system, said tenight that there 
is absolutely no truth in the report from 
Atlanta that the Georgia Southern and 
Florida had been absorbed by the Seaboard 
Air-Line. Mr. Wilmer says that no negotia- 
tions are pending that would tend to such 
a conclusion. He said that no disposition 
will be made of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida road until the property is in the 
hands of the bondholders, and it is certatn- 
ly not known at this time what disposition 
they will make of it. The property is & be 
sold in March under foreclosure proceed- 
ings. It is expected that it will be then 
purchased by the bondholders. _ 


MR. SPARKS INTERVIEWED. 


He Has a Plan for the Reorganization 
of the Properties. 

Macon, Ga., Decmeber 20.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia Southern and Florida railroad 
system has not yet passed under the con- 
trol of the Seaboard and Roanoke railroad 
and it is not liable to do so soon, all pub- 
lished reports to the contrary notwithsland- 
ing. Even if the Seaboard and Roanoke is 
financially able to buy the eGorgia South- 
ern and Florida there is no one with au- 
thority at present to deliver the goods. Cer- 
tainly the old bondholders’ committee of 
the Georgia Southern and Florida which 
was appointed at the Baltimore meeting 
October 25, 1892, has no power to make the 
trede. That committee consists of Il. R. 
Smart, of Savannah, chairman; Thomas 
B. Gresham, of Baltimore; William Chechle- 
ky Shaw, of Baltimore: Charles D. Fisher, 
of Baltimcre; D. A. Hermann and Henry 
Rice, of New York, and Charles Watkins, 


_of Richmond. 


It is very true that this bondholders’ 
coramittee would like very much to sell 
the Georgia Southern to the Seaboard and 
Reancke, but under the agreement made 
with the bondholders who deposited their 
bonds with the Mecantile, Trust and Dcpos- 
it Company of Baltimore, the committee 
is not authorized to do this. The agree- 
ment was made at the meeting of the Geor- 
gia Southern bondholders held in Baltt- 
more November lth. 

That agreement in effect was as follows: 
Certain holders of the first mortgage bonds 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida road 
arreed to deposit with the Mercantile, Trust 
and Deposit Company, of Baltimore, their 
bonds with the coupons due on and after 
July 1, 1892, which were to be held subject 
to the order of the above named commitiee 
of bondholders. By the agreement the com- 
mittee was authorized to represent the 
owners of said bonds in aH proceedings 
iungstated for the collection of the same on 
the enforcements of the rights of the 
owrers thereof and to do whatever acts 
in its judgment might be necessary or de- 
sirable for the protection and interest of 
said bondholders. . These seem to 
be very strong words, but there is ai im- 
portant provision in the agreement, which 
reads as follows: 

“Provided, however, that the said com- 
mittee shall not accept in cash less than 
par interest for said bonds and that if it 
be necessary, to purchase the said railroad 
or other property for the benefit of the 
holders of the bonds, which may be de- 
posited subject to their order; the said com- 
mittee shall organize a. corporation to own 
and operate said railroad upon such a busts 
of stocks and bonds as in its opinion shall 
be for the best interests of the said bond- 
holders, and the holders of the receipts for 
the bonds so deposited shall be entitled 
each to a proportionate share of the net 
results accruing from the action of said 
committee.’”’

The entire bonded indebtedness of the 
road is $3,420,000, of this amount there is de- 
posited with the Mercantile Trust and De- 
posit Company, under the terms of the said 
agreement, about $2,800,000. There are $640,- 
00 of bonds that have never been deposited 
with the Mercantile company. 

Receiver. W. B. Sparks, of the Georgia 
Southern system, is closely watching the 
interests of the bondholders and uncer his 
etficient, prudent and economical manage- 
ment their interests are being cared for. 
Iie is opposed to the present movement on 
tne part of the bondholders’ committee to 
deliver over the Georgia Southern to the 
Seaboard and Roanoke. -He knows that the 
interests of the bondholders will suffer and 
the Georgia Southern road be materially in- 
jured if the Seaboard and Roanoke obtains 
possession of the property. He has star‘ed 
in motion a strong protest against the pro- 
posed plan of the committee, and he is re- 
ceiving the earnest co-operation of many of 
the bondholders. Receiver Sparks has just 
returned from .New York, where he has 
been in regard to this matter. He was in- 
formed that the bondholders’ committge 
proposes to buy the Georgia Southern and 
deliver to the Macon and RBirmingham 
bondholders $455,000 of first income bonds, 
preferred stock, and some of the common 
stock which they will issue upon the new 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad. 

Tonight I asked Receiver Sparks why 
should the committee see fit to give to bond- 
holders of the Macon and Birmingham road 
any part of the new bonds and stocks of 
the Georgia Southern and Florida road. He 
replied: . 

“I cannot understand. It is true that the 
Macon and Birmingham bonds were en- 
dorsed by the Georgia Southern and Morida 
railroad but: they were, you might say, a 
second mortgage; they were to be paid out 
of an amount over and above that which it 
would take to settle the principal and inter- 
est of the first mortgage bonds, and no part 
of it was to come out, of the first mortgage 
bondholders. They could not 
fight against the Georgia Southern and 
Florida bondholders to prevent a4 _ fore- 
closure. The only fight that the Macon 
Construction Company made was its plea 
of usury and the iilegality of the charter. 
The Macon and 
could not plead usury, for they never ob- 
tained any money from the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida bondholders or frurs the 
Georgia Southern and Florida Railroad 
Company. They could not plead the ille- 


gality of the charter, for if the Georgia | 


Southern and Florida railroad charter was 
illegal the endorsement was illegal. They 
could do nothing except to ask the court to 
put an upset price on the Geofgia Southern 
and Florida railroad, hoping thereby to 
make the Georgia Southern and Florida 
bring more than the principal and accgried 
interest of the first mortgage bonds. I asked

A Letter to the Bondholders. 


Receiver Sparks has today issued to thé 
bondholders a very important and interest- 
ing letter from which I make the following 
extracts: 

“If money should become easier and I 
find that there will be other bidders for the 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad I 
shall ask the court to increase the upset 
price to $5,000,000, for I believe that the 
property is worth that amount today, and it 
S$ my duty and my ambition to save all 
creditors and stockholders, as well as the 
bondholders, their money if I can. If the 

roperty brings $5,000,000, or $4,000,000, the 

ndholder will “receive his principal and 
interest in full, but if it does not bring the 
amount of outstanding bonds and their 
accrued interest, then [ say that the bond- 
holder is entitled to it all if purchased with 
the bonds. 

“If this Baltimore bondholders’ commutice 
had agreed to give to each bondholder his 
= rata share of the new stocks and 

nds which may be issued, then this meet- 
ing which I propose to call should be held 
for the purpose of saying to them, ‘You 
cannot turn this property over to those who 
may Operate it in the interest of the Macon 
and Northern, the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern, and the Seaboard and Roa- 
nok railroads.’ We are now 
doh some business with those 
roads, giving them as much freight as 
they give to us and we are willing to in- 
crease it at any time that they mzy offer 
to give us more. We do not propose to turn 
over all of our freights to them. for then 
we would have nothing to give to the Fust 
Tenressee railway and the Central ratl- 
road, who now give us a great amount of 
freight and who would refuse to give us 
any if we were compelled to turn all our 
business to the eastern roads named. The 
Seaboard and Roatroke. the Georgia, Caroli- 
na and Northern and the Macon and North- 
érn railroads can never be 6f much benefit 
to the Georgia Southern and Florida’ ratl- 
road. There i#very little freight that would 
come ¢€ver their lines inte our territory. 

“IT am not surprised that the Baltimore 
people, who have large interests in the 
Macon and Northern and the Georgia, Cuar- 
olina and Northern should desire to set 
control of the Ceorgia Southern an@ Fior- 
ida railroad without paying a dollar fer 
it, for it would greatly increase the earn- 
ings cf their property, but would decrease 
the earnings of the Georgia Southern and 
llcrida railroad. For the reasons named 
I claim that the hondholders shall elect 
their board of directors,who shall direct as fo 
the management of this property~ The leau- 
ing men who willsignthis agreement will 
propose a pian of reorganization about as 
follows: 

“To issue $4,000,000.5 per cent first mort rage 
fifty-year gold bonds, giving to each bond- 
holder a new bend. I am assured by strong 
barking houses in New York that this bond 
will sell for. from 9 to 95. Out of the $580.00) 
of bonds which may be left we will pay 
court costs, car trust notes and such other 
debts as the court may put upon the prop- 
erty, leaving a balance in the treasurv of 
the company which I think will amount to 

200,000. 

“To issue $4,000,000. of stock would give to 
each bondholder $1,000 worth of this stock, 
leaving the balance in the treasury of the 
company to be disposed of as the board of 
directors may see fit. This gives to the 
present bondholders all of the new stocks 
and bonds which may be issued except those 
left in the treasury of the company. 

‘“T am confident that parties owning $1,- 
000,000 of these bonds and certificates will 
have signed this agreement by Saturday 
night. They will enter a protest and de- 
mand their pro rata share of the new stock 
and bonds. In the opinion of the best law- 
yers in this state that committee will be 
compelled to give them what they demand, 
Necessarily, therefore, out of thse who do 
not sign this protest wtll come the ameunt 
that they have agree@ to give to the Macon 
and Birmingham holders. This will great- 
ly decrease the value of' the 
bonds; in fact, I would not consider them 
worth as much as they are today, which is 
la. 


Outside of the bonded indebtedness of th@ 
Georgia Southern, there is a floating in- 
debtedness of only $45.0. When Receiver 
Sparks took charge of the road the floating’ 
indebtedness was $200,000 and he has re- 
duced it to $45,000. He has also expended 
considerable money in improving the tracts, 
roadbed and the. general physical condition 
of the road. Many trestles have been filled 
in, which makes a great saving to the road 
in taxes, for a tax is imposed on trestling, 
Whereas none is charged against embank- 
ment. 

Quite a number of,miles of sidetracks 
have been laid. On January Ist the phys- 
ical condition of the Georgia Southern will 
be better than that of any road in the state. 
Its condition has been kept up to a very 
high standard. The engines and general 
rolling stock are also in prime condition. 
Th: equipment of the Georgia Southern 
cost about $850,000. There were cer- 
tain car trust notes. for $180,000, hut these 
have been reduced, 

Calling a Meeting. 

Receiver Sparks is now sending out to 
bondholders a new agreement whigh i 
simply for those who may sign it tofcome 
together in New York and demand th 
Olt agreement be carried out, 
euch other steps as they ‘nay de 
sury. It is hard to understand 
committee shouid see tit to wish to give the 
Macon and Birmingham bondholders any 
part of the new bonds and stocks of the 
Georgia Southern an Florida road. It can’t 
be denied that the committee has entered 
into an arrangement whereby, in case of a 
sale of the Georgia Southern property, and 
a reorganization of the same a part of the 
securities. which of right would inure to the 
berefit of the bendholders, are to be dis- 
tributed among claimants and obligations 
junior in rank to the first mortgiuge tcond- 
holders of the Georgta Southern and Florida 
road. Receiver Sparks intends to check- 
mate this scheme for such distribution. 


Running It Economically. 

Receiver Sparks exercises great economy 
in his administration. This is seen in every 
phase of his management. he latest tes- 
timony of it is the discharge by* himseif 
and the general manayer of the duties of 
the superintendent and traffic manager. 
These two latter geneltmen recently resigned 
their positions and the receiver decided, as a 
matter of economy, not to fi}l their offices 
with other men. Receiver Sparks says the 
property is richly worth $5,000,000. It will 
be remembered that the late President 
Robinson, of the Seaboard and Roanoke, 
offered to take the road and pay 6 per cent 
interest on the bonded indebtedness and 5 
per cent on $2,000,000 worth of stock. If tha 
Georgia Southern should pass under control 
of the Seaboard and toanoke, the line 
would divert cotton and , other freight to 
Norfolk and build up the seapat at the 
expense of Savannah, and the Georgia 
Southern shops would probably be moved 
from Macon to some point of the Seaboard 
and Roanoke, and the supplies that are now 
bought in Macon would be purchased in 
Baltimore. It is not at all probable that the 
Seaboard and Roanoke has obtained posses- 
sion of the $2,800,000 of bonds that’ have been 
deposited with the Mercantile Company. 
Mr. Sparks asks why should it or the bond- 
holders’ committee wish to pay par and 
accrued interest for said bonds, under the 
terms of the agreement, when the bonds 
of the road can be bought in the open mar- 
ket today at $72. To buy the bonds deposit- 
el] with the Mercantile Company, the Sea- 
board and Roanoke would have ts obtain 
the money from bankers, therefore the ques- 
tion naturally suggests itself, would bankers 
loan morey to buy these bonds while the 
road is in the hands of a receiver and be 
fore the supreme court has passed on the 
appeal to be made from the decision of the 
judge of the lower court? The decree of 
the superior court, ordering the <ale of the 
roan, has not yet been confi d by the su- 
preme court. Under such circumstances, 
therefore, it is hardly probable that any 
banking institution or bankers would loan 
meney to purchase the bonds of the road at 
par and accrued interest. The accrued inter- 
est will on January ist next amount to 
about $400,000. In the light of the foregoing 
facts, the reported “‘scoop” of the Georgia 
Southern by the Seaboard and Roanvke 
stuzms to be premature. _—i.

Billy Thompson, the Manager of Mitchell, 
Spends a Few Hours in Atlanta. 


HE IS GOING TO JACKSONVILLE 


To Arrange for Quarters for His Man, and 
Says He Will Pind ltan Easy Thing 
to Give Corbett All He Wants, 


Billy Thompson, the short, dark-haired, 
dimpled-chinned, ruddy-complexioned man- 
ager of Charley Mitchell, the great English 
pugilist, passed through Atlanta yesterday 
afternoon on his way to Jacksonvilie. 

There were no brass bands at the union 
depot to greet the manager of the man who 
stood before Sullivan at°’Chantilly, and who 
is to face the American champion within 
the walls of the Duval Athietic Club next 
month, but with a smile that was more en- 
tertaining and pleasant than brass bands 
could have been the Englishman’s manager 
left the Richmond and Danville train about 
4 o’clock in the afternoon and sauntered 
into the Kimball house. 

Probably none of the sporting men of the 
country are better known than Billy Thomp- 
son, and almost before he had laid his bag- 
gage upon the counter at the Kimball he 
was surrounded by a group of friends and 
admirers. Many of these Thompson called 
by name as he shook hands with them, for 
he is one of the few men in the country who 
never forgets a name. It was with that 
same pleasant smiie and easy, gracetul 
manner which have made Biiy Thompson 
one of the most popular sporting men in the 
country that he greeted all who came, and 
he was open to all comers. 


Together with Mr. Jim Lynch and two 
or three other admirerg Thompso,u 
sought the passenger department of 
the Central,, where he was met by Mr. 
Dave <Appler§ and Mr. Dave Hall. 
Mr. Thompson had his letters 
with him, and it was less 


than a minute he required to tell them that . 


he wanted the best the Central could give 
to Jacksonville. Mr. Hali was not long 
in arranging Mr. Thompson's ticket. 

“I can’t see,’ said he, “why the Corbett 
people think they have an easy go in this 
matter. The record Mitchell has made, 
when compared with the one Corbett has 
made,eis not bad. I understand that down 
in’ Florida evegything is for Corbett, but I 
guess lots of Ahat is due to the fact that 
the Corbett faction has been on the ground 
for some time and that he has around him 
some of the best talkers in the country. 

“When it comes to the records of the 
two men, Mitchell's is so much better than 
Corbett’s that the defeater of Sullivan is 
not in it. I think Corbett is one of the 
most scientific boxers in the country, but no 
one can point to any fighting he has done. 
He is quick, but the work of the two men 
show thet Mitchell is equally as quick. 
That Mitchell can hit much harder than 
Corbett, no one acquainted with the men 
will deny. Take for instance the fight be- 
tween Corbett and Sullivan. When Corbett 
got the best of the ex-champion he was 
compelled to pound him down. It was no 
knock down. Had he had the force neces- 
sary of the power of the blow he would have 
knocked the champion out with the second 
or third blow. Had Mitchell then been in 
Corbett’s place, Sullivan would have gone 
down long before he did. Those who have 
seen ‘he two men work are thoroughly sac- 
isfied that Mitchell’s blow is much harder 
than the blow Corbett can send. 

“There appears to be an impression, too, 
that the fight will be a long ore, but in 
that, I think the people are mistaken. When 
Corbett went against Sullivan, the cham- 
pion was in .o shape for the battle, and 
Corbett should have whipped him sooner: 
But I think still as I thought then that had 


Corbett not been skeptical and doubtful 
of the result, that@®he could have won 
in half of the time it took 


him.to win. Now we all know~that Corbett 
is a good man and none of us think we 
have an easy chance, but the truth is we 


have about as easy a chance as they 
have.” 
“What about your training quarters?” 


Was asked. 

“Well, of that I am not yet ready to talk. 
We have three or four places in view and 
of these we must select. It will be impos- 
sible to tell anything about that until after 
I get down there and look over the situa- 
tion. Of course no one in this section of 
the country who has heard the silly sto- 
ries about Mitchell not coming to time 
place any confidence in them.”’ 

Mr. Thompson was informed that there 
were some of ‘the people who were dubivus 
about the Englishman showing up on tbe 
night of the fight. 

“Well, that’ all wrong.” said he, ‘Mitchell 
is in this fight to win and ke has known 
ever since the articles were signed that he 
was going to meet one of the best men 
> country. No, the next man who 
you that Mitchell is afraid to meet 
Corbett you can put it back ‘in his teeth. 
Mitchell is not afraid of any man in the 
country and on the night of the 2oth of 
January he will zo in the ring and make 
the tight of his life. He knows what win- 
ring this fight means and he is in it for u 
winner and for nothing else. His condi- 
tion is nuw perfection and the night he 
meets the man who is wearing the belt 
he will be even better. * 
all }ave our hearts on winning this 


“We 
fight and we are anxious for the day to 
come when the result shall be Known. If 


we do win, and I think there is very lit- 
tle doubt about it, I will bring Mitchell 
back through here and we will give imme- 
diately after the fight the biggest and best 
show of the kind ever seen in this country 
But if we should loose, and I have heard 
mncething and know of nothing Indicating 
that we will do so, it will be a case of 
charity to get us around this town 
without letting any one know that we huve 
been near the place.” 


“Where is Mitchell now?’ was asked. 


‘In the New England states. He will 
reach Philadelphia Sunday morning and 


will remain there during the day and night. 
Monday morning he will leave Philadelphia 
for Jacksonville and will reach that city 
Tuesday, where he will remain a day and 
then he will go to his work at the quarters, 
which will have been selected. 

“Mitchell was never in better condition 
than he is now. He is as healthy and trim 
as ever in his life, while his muscles are 
as herd and supple as ever. Those who have 
been working with him say that he is bet- 
ter today than he has ever been and when 
we get down to Flordia we will be anxious 
to take all that mone. that is around that 
Mitchell won't come the ring side. We 
will not let much of thc odds laid on Corbett 
Fo by either. That’s what we are all hunt- 
ng for and we are anxious to get some of 
t e ] 


“Who will be with Mitchell in his work?’ 

“Jim Hall, the man who got the worst 
of it from Fitz, Steve O’Donnelly, Jack 
Fogerty and Harry Darian. These men 
have been with Mitchell some time and 
they know just what he can do and they 
are willing to lay what they have on him. 
They are all experienced: men and geod 
men and in their hands Mitchell will be 
safe.”’

THE OTHER SIDE. 
The Liquor Men Present Their Side of 
the Question. 


The following communication, giving the 
reasons why the liquor dealers of Atlanta 
want some concessions from the city coun- 
cil, was handed to The Constitution last 
night by Mr. Vernoy. 

In justice to that interest The Constitu- 
tion readily gives it as follows: 

Editor Constitution—In reply to your edi- 
torial in this morning’s issue, we desire to 
say that it is not the intention of the retail] 
liquor dealers to ask an extension of hours 
or to break the ‘‘compromise.” All we ask 
is that instead of opening at 5 o’clock a. m. 
and closing at 10 o’clock p. m., that we be 
allowed to open at 6 o’clock a. m. and close 
at 11 o’clock p. m. 

Our principal reason for making this re- 
quest of council is that during the winter 
season there are so many attractions here 
at night that we are able to do but little 
business While the theaters and other places

of amusements are open. In fact, our busi- 
ness at night does not pay us for keeping 
open. We hardly think this fair to men who 
pay $1,000 a year, while it is a -well-known 
fact that there are places in the city where 
whisky can be bought at all times, day or 
night, and who do not pay jthe same license 
tax. Besides, young men | can always get 
what they want to drink, and it is unfair 
that those who bear the burden of taxation 
should be forced to clos@ up at an early 
hour, while others who pay little or no city 
license are permitted to run all the time. 
What we want is fair treatment. We would 
not ask anything unreasonable. It is not 
necessary to enumerate the numerous places 
where drinks can be obtained at all hours 
of the day and night. We are making no 
fight against anybody, but simply ask for 
fair play. 

We ask for no more hours; only a change 
of hours, and only for a specified time—six 
months. 

It is a well known fact that quite a num- 
ber of retail dealers will go out of business 


on the Ist of January on account of the | 


disastrous year through which we have 
just passed. Is the city able to lose the 
revenue from this source of her income? 

It is a well known fact that it is not the 
hours that regulate the liquor traffic of a 
city, but the character of the men who run 
the saloons, and the restrictions thrown 
around them by police regulations. Atlanta 
is fortunately bless. 1 in the good character 
of her saloon keepers. They are a temper- 
ate and honorable set of gentlemen. 

There are many men who require so much 
whisky a day. They will go home drunk, 
no matter when you close. Our request 
for a change is in the interest of the tem- 
perate class who want their drinks at stated 
periods, and if they cannot get them from 
us, will get them from somebody who does 
not regard the city regulations.

County dail. 


HE IS EIGHTY-THREE YEARS OLD 


His Name Is Wiiliam Moore—Eroughit to 
the City as a Moonshiner—Judge New- 
man W ill Consider the Matter Today. 


An old man, who is now an inmate of Ful- 
ton county jail, may start for his home in 
the mountains this afternoon. 

It will be a happy going back for William 
Moore, who has never spent a Christmas be- 
yond the sight of the mountains, and one 
that will surely cause him to go on his way 
rejoicing. 

It was only a day or two ago that, with 
saddened heart and tears in his eyes, al- 
ready dim with advancing years, he came 
to Atlanta a prisoner. It was the first time 
he had ever been in the city. It might also 
be called his first trip away from home, 
for he had scarcely wandered beyond the 
curl of his cabin smoke. For eighty-three 
years he had watched the winters as they 
came over the top of the Blue Ridge, and 
his hair seemed to resemble the snow that 
fell around him. 

At such an age it would seem that his 
years, if nothing else, would acquit him of 
any charge that malice or circumstances 
might prefer against him. With the stretch 
of so many years behind him his place was 
surely among those scenes in which he had 
spent his boyhood; where quietly and un- 
molested he might spend his closing hours, 
clinging to that faith which he looked upon 
as his anchor in eternity. 

The charge on which he was brought to 
the city lust Tuesday was that of making 
illicit whisky. It seemed to be the only al- 
ternative which presented itself to the old 
man. It was either that or worse—pcrhaps 
starvation. The death of his wife and the 
long illness which preceded that unhappy 
event had greatly reduced the family rev- 
enue and he found himself in straightened 
circumstances. In this perplexity he came 
across an old distillery, which apparently 
had been deserted for a long time. It was 
a powerful temptation and the old man, 
with poverty facing him at home and his 
infirmaties unable to provide against it, 
finally surrendered. Many a stronger man, 
of half his years, might have yielded with 
Tess hesitation. He began to operate the 
still and in this way the law was violated. 

When his case was, called in the United 
States cou.: last Tuesday a simple plea of 
guilty was entered. There was no effort on 
his part to shirk the consequences of his 
guilt. He had acted in human weakness 
and had thus exposed himself to the penalty 
of a law which is no respecter of persons. 

After being committed to jail the true 
inwardness of the story, which failed to 
come to light sooner, by reaso® of the plea 
of guilty, was disclosed on yesterday. The 
question that arises now, in view of the 
prisoner’s infirmaty, is this: has not the 
old man suffered enough? Would it not be 
a kindness to release him so that he could 
reach home in time for the Christmas sea- 
son and see the light of the old traditional 
day as it dawns on the top of the moun- 
tain? 

Judge Newman will confer with the dis- 
trict attorney this morning and the proba- 
bility is that the old man will be set ut lib- 


erty.

Hands off should be our policy in such 
matters. 

The fact is we have so many big inter- 
ests at home needing our attention that 
we have not time to interfere in the 
local affairs of a foreign country. It 
makes no difference to us whether Ha- 
waii is under a queen or a president, so 
long as the people of that country trade 
with us and do not molest our citizens. 

We have built up a prosperous and 
powerful nation in this country simply 
by minding our own business—by look- 
ing after our home interests. There is 
no reason now why we should depart 
from our peaceful policy and employ 
our navy and army in overrunning dis- 
tant islands and countries restoring a 
government here and = overthrowiag 
another’ there. Such jingoisim ‘s 
altogether out our sine. We 
may resort to the § land-rrabbipg 
policy some day, but we are not 
going to waste our energies in espousing 
the quarrel of a faction or party in a 
country two thousand miles away when 
there is no profit in it for us. 

Our financial and economic problems 
at home require our best statesmanship. 
Let us get our own household in order 
before we talk about regulating the 
premises of our peighbors. 

Pass the Wilson bill! 

Wipe out the McKinley business! 

Repeal the 10 per cent tax on state 
banks! 

Give the country more money and 

Let Hawaii alone! 


A Blind Policy. 


We have frequently alluded to the 
blind policy of some of our railroads in 
killing the goose that lays the golden 
egg. 

During the summer a fruit grower in 
Dougherty county shipped a car load of 
pears to Philadelphia. For this car load 
he was compelled to pay the roads $182 
—a sum that not only represents ruthless 
extortion but the blindest policy that can 
be conceived of. 

On this partciular car load the rail- 
roads made a net profit of about $130— 
perhaps more—but the policy represented 
in the excessive charges will lose to the 
roads not only thousands and thousands 
of dollars in similar freights but many 
more thousands of dollars in that form 
of popular prejudice and indignation 
that find their most convenient expres- 
sion in verdicts for exemplary damages 
in the multitude of petty suits that are 
brought against the corporations, 

For men who engage in fruit growing 
in Georgia, where all the conditions are 
more than favorable, must necessarily 
go out of that business when they are 
confronted by such extortienate levies on 
the results of their labor and enterprise. 
It is a form of confiscation abhorrent to 
public opinion and the apparent profits 
of the railroads will be swept away. 

The policy of extortion is one chat cuts 
deeply in all directions. It arouses 
prejudices as blind as itself and these 
prejudices find vent in verdicts that are 
as ruinous to the roads as the policy of 
extortion is to the interests of the peo- 
ple. The roads, by such exactions hurt 
the people, and, in hurting tie. people, 
hurt themselves. ae peopl, in turn, 
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Kurt the railroads, and, in hurting the 
railroads, deeply wound their own inter- 
ests. 

It is amazing to us that the railway 
managers do not sound a truce to this 
unnecessary and suicidal contest, and 
organize a policy that would lead to a 
compromise. Public opinion would meet 
them more than half way. We need as 
much of the quality that makes states- 
-manship in the management of our rail- 
roads as in the halls of legislation, as 
much wisdom, and as much considera- 
tion for the welfare of the people. The 
response of public sentiment to a policy 
of simple justice and fairness would be 
prompt and enthusiastic and we should 
hear no more of the contest that is now 
raging between the rapacity of the one 
and the violent prejudices of the other. 


A Good Fight in a Bad Cause, 

Howard's splendid nerve audacity and 
adroitness in defending the case against 
him now on trial at Jackson, Tenn., ex- 
cites admiration and something like 
sympathy. 

The running telegraphie story of the 
trial in our news columns every morning 
is read with as much eager interest as a 
sensational novel would arouse. The 
graphic report brings the courtroom 
scene before the mind’s eye, and we see 
a strong man in the face of overwhelm- 
ing odds making a fight for liberty with 
so much boldness, eloquence and inge- 
nuity that we are sometimes half-way 
inclined to doubt his guilt. 

But if the defendant is innocent we 
must come to the monstrous conclusion 
that the governments of England and 
the United States are in a conspiracy 
against him, and that dozens of respecta- 
ble officials and citizens of both coun- 
tries have given perjured — testimony 
against him. Clearly, this is ont of the 
question. The man is guilty. He is un- 
doubredly the Rev. Mr. Howard, William 
Lord Moore, E. Ross and Joseph Leger, 
all in one. He is the bogus claim agent 
whose circulars and letters have swin- 
dled thousands of Americans into pay- 
ing fees for the eollection of claims 
which have no existence. 

It is impossible to watch Howard's 
conduct during the two great trials in 
Which he has been the central figure 
without admitting that he is a man of 
brilliant intellect and wonderful pluck. 
If he had been satisfied to make his way 
Slowly his gifts would have made him 
a great man, in the pulpit, at the bar, in 
polit.cs or in the business world. Even 
now, his handsome face, imposing pres- 
ence and personal magnetism cause his 
friends to stand by him to the last, 
hoping against hope. It is inexpressibly 
sad to see this bright and attractive 
man at the age of forty-four in the shad- 
ow of the prison, and still more shd to 
feel that he deserves the fate hanging 
over him. 
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It Might Have Been Expected. 

The spectacle of President Baptiste, 
of Bolivia, swearing on the hilt of the 
Inca’s sword that he will not receive 
the negro minister, Charles H. J. Taylor, 
in the event of his confirmation by the 
senate, may excite amusement in cer- 
tain quarters, but it is.a serious matter, 
and we must treat it seriously. 

When a foreign country notifies us 
that our official representative sent or 
about to be sent to its capital ‘s persona 
non grata our course in the past has 
been to yield gracefully and appoint an 
unobjectionable successor. While it is 
true that we have never before been 
confronted with the color line in a diplo- 
matie question of this kind, it goes with- 
out saying that we should not deliber- 
ately run counter to the customs and 
prejudices of the nations with which 
we cultivate friendly relations. 

The president of Bolivia naturally de- 
sires to see the United States represent- 
ed in his country by a member of the 
ruling or superior class of the American 
people. The whites of Bolivia would 
feel that we hold them in contempt if 
we should send a negro there in an 
Official capacity which would entitle 
him to the highest social honors. They 
would say that such a minister might 
represent bis own race in the United 
States but they would refuse to believe 
that he was in close sympathy and touch 
with the governing white majority. 

It is our duty to avoid such unneces- 
sary and unpleasant conditions. We 
should deal with Bolivia just as we 
would desire her or any other white 
country to deal with us. If the white 
republic of France should pass over her 
whole array of reputable statesmen and 
send to Washington a negro ambassa- 
dor the American people would show 
their resentment in an unmistakable 
way. 


With the People. 

The New York World introduces an 
editorial article with the following para- 
graph: 

The American revolution was a blunder. 
The principle it established that all power 
resides in the people is erroneous. The the- 
ory that publie officials are servants of the 
people, that they are responsible to the peo- 
ple and must be held accountable by the 
people for their conduct is false and per- 
nicious, 

This, The World says “is the conclu- 
sion of the experiment of government in 
New York city, according to its ruler.” 

The World seems to be very much 
afraid of this “central power” in tu: city 
of New York, but its editor has been, 
and, for aught we know, still ‘s the chief 
touter and fugleman of the one-man 
power in a larger field and on a much 
larger scale. It has flattered, excrised 
and supported every movement in the 
field of federal legislation that has had 
for its purpose the sacrifice of the in- 
terests of the people to the interests of a 
small class of rich men. It bas urced 
the repudiation of the pledges male to 
the people by the democratic party. and 
it has been unremitting in efforts 
to dragon the people’s representatives 
into the net of a “central powe.” nore 
formidable than that of New York, for 
it is the money power. 

If self-government is a failure in New 
York city what must be said of it at the 
federal capital, if the most = selounn 
pledges made to the people are iepad:- 
ated and trampled under foot by the 
very men chosen to carry them out? 

But we are able to say to The World 
that self-government is not a failure anc- 
where in this country—neither in New 
York city nor yet in the federal capital. 
The peuple still rule. Whatever is -vro:.z 
in policy or principle they can correct. 
They can change the human instru-nenis 
that have beef, selected to carry vut 
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their will and substitute others that will 
not fail. 

In New York, as in Washington, there 
must be a “central power” on wuie’: the 
responsibility of government tempora- 
rily rest. But this “central power” must 
be entirely subject to the will aud nur. 
pose of the people, when, under >ur ¥ys- 
tem, the time comes for them to put in 
operation the machinery that represents 
their power and their purpsse. 

The rewaedy, great or small, lies wiolly 
with the people. 
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The Condition of the Treasury. 

The fact that Mr. Carlisle has with- 
held his annual report leads to the belief 
in some quarters that he has been and 
is now seeking a remedy for the condi- 
tion of affairs that exists in the treasury. 
That condition, while not serious, is far 
from reassuring, and yet the remedy for 
it is very simple, for it is nothing more 
than the remedy which every prudent 
business man applies to his own affairs 
whenever he finds they are going wrong, 

The treasury is in a depleted condition. 
The gold reserve has run down below 
$84,000,000, and beyond this the treasury 
has less than &9,000,000. This condi- 
tion is the result of the fact that in the 
eleven months of the present year the 
government has paid out more than it 
has taken in. There has been a deficit 
in every month except May and June. 
In May there was a surplus of $98,000 
and in June a surplus of $1,718,000, but 


$36,468,000. 

Naturally enough, those who are in- 
trusted with the immediate management 
of the treasury are interested in provid- 
ing a remedy for this state of affairs. 
One of the remedies suggested is a new 
issue of gold bonds, to be accompanied 
by the funding of the arrears of pen- 
sions amounting to $35,000,000 annually 
into low interest bonds. 

Mr. W. E. Curtis, the assistant secre- 
tary of the treasury, has been in New 
York talking with the great bankers 
there who seem to be the arbiters of 
our financial legislation. These great 
bankers, as we learn from current pub- 
lications, have been very kind to Mr. 
Curtis. They have treated him with the 
utmost politeness and have assured him 
that they would be found doing busi- 
ness at the old stand whenever a crisis 
arises. They told him that they would 
undertake to furnish $25,000,000 in gold 
for export before the treasury reserve 
would be called on, but beyond that they 
could make no definite promises. 

Mr. Curtis discussed with the great 

bankers the idea that Mr. Carlisle has of 
issuing one-year 2 per cent bonds re- 
deemable at pleasure, but it is not defi- 
nitely stated whether this proposition 
was received with approval or not. The 
great bankers, however, are not likely to 
be in favor of a 2 per cent call bond. 
What they want is a 4 per cent long- 
time bond—something they c¢an_ take 
pleasure in—something that will add to 
the profitable industry of coupon clip- 
ping. . 
But the simplest remedy for the condi- 
tion of the treasury is the best, and it 
must be just such a remedy as a pru- 
dent and an experienced business man 
would employ in his own affairs. When 
such a man finds that he is spending 
more than he makes, what does he do? 
He increases his income if that be pos- 
sible, but if not he cuts down expenses. 
Would he improve his condition by bor- 
rowing money and adding the interest 
to his expenditures? If he had, as the 
treasury has, resources that can be 
turned into money-—the silver seignor- 
age, for instance—he would utilize that 
resource before he would go into the 
business of borrowing. To borrow would 
be merely temporary relief and would 
add to his liabilities. 

In the case of the treasury the remedy 
is obvious. Its expenditure is greater 
than its revenue. The remedy is to in- 
rease the revenue. There is the income 
tax from which an annual revenue of 
sixty or seventy-five millions a year can 
be obtained, and there is the article of 
sugar on which a revenue duty can be 
placed. 

But the trouble is, the money brokers 
want bonds. They sent gold out of the 
country to force the issue of bonds and 
John Sherman’s last speech in the sen- 
ate was a cry for bonds in order to in- 
sure “a stable currency.” Mr. Carlisle 
has steadily refused to consider the pro- 
position to issue bonds, but the pressure 
on him will become heavier and heavier 
as the deficit in the treasury increases. 

Sut what is congress in session for? 
Have the people’s representatives no 
time to consider the questions that af- 
fect most largely the interests of the 
public? Congress is to take a holiday, 
but the selfish interests that are secking 
to saddle a new debt on the people in 
the shape of a bond issue remain in ses- 
sion from year’s end to year’s end. They 
are steadily at work, and they will car- 
ry their point unless congress provides 
some measure of relief. 

Pass the Wilson bill! If it is necessary 
to collect a revenue from sugar and from 
other articles that are now on the free 


list let the bill be'so amended. But there 
should be no delay!

Cticago Tribune, rep.:In this emergency 
the president Jeaves the entire question 
with congress, where he should have left 
it at the beginning instead of usurping 
the functions of that body.

“You can just say this for.me,”’ said Cap- 
tain English to .a Constitution representa- 
tive yesterday, ‘‘that I am heartily in sym- 
pathy with the movement started by The 
Constitution for the holding of a grand. ea- 
position here a year from now.

ONE ADVANCES, THE OTHER DECLINES 


Receipts of Cotton Still Heavy, but the 
Market Improves Under a Better Liv- 
erpool—W heat Still Better. 


NEW YORK, December 20.—Increased ac- 
tivity marked the dealings on the stock ex- 
change today and two stocks, Distilling 
and New England, supplied half of* the 
transactions. Judg ng by the manipulation 
of Distilling, the Operators in that stock 
were aware of the nature of Secretary Car- 
lisle’s r@port some time before the docu- 
ment was given to tne general public. 

A heavy pressure to seil was noticeable 
the latier part of the first hour of business, 
for which there was no apparent reason, 
until it was learned that tne secretary of 
the treasury had recommended an increase 
of only i10c. in the spirits tax, suggest:ng 
also-that it apply to the existing stock, as 
weil as to the tuture supply. As the Amer- 
ican Distilling Company has been banking 
on obtaining the benefit of the increased 
tax on some 99,009,000 gallons of spirits now 
in bond; without countnug on what it ex- 
pected to manufacture be fore the increase 
went into effect, Cariisle’s proprosition Was 
in the nature of a decided attack and hold- 

ers of this stock sought in large numbers to 
liquidate their hoidings on the best terms 
possible. The insiders, who first obta‘ned 
the news had the best of the market, for 
when the intelligence reached the _ street 
through the medium of the Associated Press 
dispatches, a sharp break ermsued and sell- 
ers were at the mercy of the professional 
traders, who hammered the stock down 
with accustomed energy. 

An advance of % per cent was made in 
the opening dealings and be fore the down- 
ward movement was checked, shortly be- 
fore noon, a decline of 4% per Sent had been 
recorded. Then followed a recovery of 1 
per cent, a reaction of 1'6 per cent and a 
rally of 1% per cent, the final sale being 
at a reaction of % ner cent, the decline on 
the day be'ng 3% per cent and the sales 
Jag goal nearly 92,000 shares. New Eng- 
land w: almost as largely dealt in as 
on pidtieding’ but was much less mercurial, 
fluctuating within a margin of 2% per cent, 
and actually gaining 1% per cent on the 
dav. The rumor that there would be a 
default of the January interest was official- 
lv denied by President McLeod, who de- 
clared positively that the money to meet 
the obligations about to »ecome due would 
be supplied by the board of directors. Mr. 
McLeod denied also that there was any 
ground for an application for a receiver or 
that he knew of any move of stockholders 
of the comp&any looking to such an injunc- 
tion to prevent the ratification of the New 
York, New England and Northern lease, or 
the guaranteeing of the bonds to be issued 
to build the New Yorx extension. He stated 
that he had not sold any New England 
stock since he became officially connected 
with the road and that he had not changed 
his plans to secure any connection. After 
an early decline of 1 per cent, the shares 
sold up 2%, reacted %, rallying % at the 
close. The ‘general market was firm at the 
opening and a fraction higher, except for 
New York, Chicago and St. Louis, and 
Lake Erie and Western, which opened 
101% lower. The drive made against New 
Eneland eaused a sympathetic weakness in 
the rest of the list and the bear traders 
made demonstrations against mest of the 
active shares, but succeeded only in causing 
fractional reactions. Then followed a pe- 
riod of strength, during which an advance 
of Y%4als per cent was recorded, Sugar, 
General Electric and the Grangers leading, 
the buving being largely. it is said, for the 
account of a prominent bear operator, who 
desired to cover his short contracts. Short- 
ly before 11 o’clock the kreak began to be 
made in Distilling, and thts again depressed 
the market from 4%@1'¢« per cent in the gen- 
efal list, the latter Cordage. During the 
morning Chicago Gas had been strongly 
held and advanced 1'% on the election of 
Hopkins as mayor, he being opposed, it 
wags said, to the granting of charters to 
new gas companies. but in foreign markets 
it was sold freely, dropping ™ per cent and 
recovering 5 in the late dealings. General 
Flectric and Sugar receded ™ and there 
was a general decline of a fraction. The 
speculation was very irregular between 1 
o'clock and the close; Pullman fell off 1% 
recovering %: Canada Southern, 1%, rallving 
®%. and there were other changes of less 
importance, the tendency beirg toward low- 
er figures, and the mrarket closed weak at 
a decline in a maioritv of cases. which 
ranged from %@1 per cent, excepting Dis- 
tilling, which is down 3% ner cent, and Rio 
Grande and Western, which lost 5 per cent.

AN UNHAPPY SEASON. | 


Christmas Always Brings Trouble to 
the Lawrence Family. 


THEIR THREE LAST CHRISTHASES 


Yesterday This Year’s Chr’stmis Trouble 
‘Developed at Police Headquarters. 
Their Christmas Box. 


invariably brings trouble to 
the Lawren:e farafly. Within the last three 
years it has become a season of unhap- 
piness, rather than merriment to them. 
‘the detectives noted yesterday that Christ- 
mas means difficulties to this family. 

This year it is a Christmas box that in- 
troduced sorrow into the household. Last 
year it was a son who was accused of tear- 
ing open the seal of a car, loaded with 
Christmas goods, to lay in a supply for 
himself and friends. The year before, just 
as Christmas came, another son was impli- 
cated in the robbery that led to the shooting 
of young Harry Gray, and came so near 
ending in a fragedy. 

Three successive Christmases trouble has 
come to the family. So far as the detec- 
tives know, they have been free from mjs- 
fortune at all other seasons. Another cu- 
rious coincidence is that each time save the 
last, the young men causing the trouble 
have escaped from the officers, and if the 
young men are responsible for the last in- 
stalment, the detectives confidently expect 
them to escape.

family reside.on the corner 
of Venable and Dairy streets, where they 
have a neat and cosy home. The father is 
an honest and in@ustrious workman,. and 
the mother is respected by her neighbors. 
Nothing has ever been brought against 
either of them, but their two sons, aged 
respectively twenty-one and twenty-two, 
have not led I'ves of unvarying integrity. 

Two years ago Harry Gray was shot in 
a house on Ivy street, and lay for days at 
the paint of aeath. When he became able 
to talk he told the detectives of the robbe- 
ries that had been committed by a small 
band of boys, and he implicated the eldest 
of the Lawrence boys. On Christmas eve 
Detective Looney went to the place where 
Lawrence works and placed him under 
arrest. The young man cooly submitted, 
and asked to be allowed to get his coat. 
Hie stepped off two or three steps and made 
a dash for liberty. He got away, and as far 
as the knowledge of the detectives extends, 
he has never been seen in Atlanta since. 

Last Christmas eve Detectives Cason and 
Green were detailed to arrest the remain- 
ing son of the Lawrence family. Young 
Lawrence was at that time employed in the 
Central railroad yard, and there the two 
Officers found him. They handcuffed him 
and carried him into the freight depot. 
They did not lose sight of him for longer 
than a half minute, yet when they looked 
for him, he was gone, handcuffs and all. 

The detectives felt sure that the hand- 
cuffs would bring the youngster, who was 
accused of breaking open cars, to light, 
but he has never been seen in Atlanta since 
he ran off with his handcuffs. This brings 
the detectives to the comipz Christmas. 

Yesterday morning Chief of Police Connol- 
ly received a telezram from Chief of Po- 
lice Jarrell, of Covington, Ky., asking him 
to »vcover a box of goods shipped by ex- 
press from Covington, to Mrs. M. T. Law- 
rence, of this city. The telegram sta.ed 
that the box was stolen by two young men 
about twenty-two and twenty-three years 
old, and one of them, who gave his name 
as Larry Gordon, was under arrest in Cov- 
ington; the other whose description was 
contained in the telegram, passed under 
the name of Carey Phoebus, and was 
thought to have come to Atlanta. 

Chief Connolly immediately despatched 
Detectives Wooten and Bedford to Mrs. 
Lawrence’s residence, where they obtained 
the box with some difficulty. When they 
reached police headquarters they found 
that the weight of the box was two-thirds 
less than its weight when received at ‘the 
express office in this city. Another trip was 
necessary to get the remaining articles. 
The contents of the box were varied and 
valuable. Ameng them was a music box 
valued at $75. It is a magnificent instru- 
ment, and all during yesterday afternoon 
it sat upon Captain Wright’s desk and 
furnished music to his callers. It played 
various airs, among them, “When the 
Swallows Homeward Fly,” “Rip Van Win- 
kle,’’ ‘‘Falka,’’ and others. 

Chief of Police Jarrell, of Covington,’ was 
wired of the recovery of the box, and the 
suspicion of the Atlanta officers that the 
men who shipped the box were the Law- 
rence rons was also wired. Chief Wright 
and Detective Cason believe the men to be 
the Lawrences. The descriptions tally very 
well. 

Mrs. Lawrence stated to the officers that 
she received a Christmas box very much like 
the one the officers recovered from her yes- 
terday, last Christmas. his is only a sur- 
mise of the officers, how ever.
